DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Groups l-XXV, claim(s) 1, 5, 8-11, 13, 15, 18-19, 29, 32, 47 and 49 drawn to a 
transgenic plant cell, plant, plant expression cassette, method of making or a method of 
using said transgenic plant cell comprising transforming said plant cell or plant with a 
nucleic acid sequence encoding oxidoreductase stress-related protein as defined in 
SEQ ID NOs: 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, 11, 13, 15, 17, 19, 21, 23, 25, 27, 29, 31, 33, 35, 37, 39, 41, 
43, 45, 47 and 49, respectively. 

Groups XXVI-XXXII, claim(s) 21 and 25 drawn to an isolated stress related protein as 
defined in SEQ ID NOs: 16, 18, 20, 22, 24, 44 and 50, respectively. 

Group XXXIII, claim(s) 34, 41 and 45 drawn to a method of modifying stress tolerance 
of a plant, comprising, modifying the level of expression of an ORSRP in the plant by 
antisense molecule that inhibits expression of ORSPR. 

Group XXXIV, claim(s) 34, 41 and 45 drawn to a method of modifying stress tolerance 
of a plant, comprising, modifying the level of expression of an ORSRP in the plant by 
double stranded RNA molecule that inhibits expression of ORSPR. 

The inventions listed as Group l-XXXIV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups l-XXXIV appear to be components of a 
transgenic plant overexpressing any Oxidoreductase Stress- Related Protein (ORSRP) 
coding nucleic acid. However, Gupta et al. (PNAS, 90:1629-1633, 1993) teach a stress 
tolerant transgenic tobacco plant overexpressing chloroplastic Cu/Zn superoxide 
dismutase. Similarly, Foyer et al. (Plant Physiol., 109:1047-1057, 1995) teach a 
transgenic poplar overexpressing glutathione reductase. 
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Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-XXXIV does 
not constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 1 3.2, as it does not 
define a contribution over the prior art. 

Applicants are reminded that different nucleotide sequences and amino acid 
sequences are structurally distinct chemical compounds and are unrelated to one 
another. These sequences are thus deemed to normally constitute different inventive 
concepts. 

Accordingly, Groups l-XXXIV are not so linked by the same or a corresponding 
special technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept.
